. honoured me by asking me to write a few words of tribute to a new 


R.A.M. Club President. If I have appeared too rashly eager to 
accede to his requests, I must be forgiven on the grounds that I 
was loath not to pay tribute to two men who have, in their different 


ways, meant a great deal to me, Percy Heming and Herbert 
Withers. 


I thought that my. Hu link with. Ys Bertie,” as I TUM he will 
T me to refer to him, began when, he was one of my examiners 
for the Piatti Prize, when it was first put up for competition at the 
R. A. M. in 1915, and which I had the honour of winning. Perhaps 
not inappropriately, for both my father and grandfather had known 
him (Piatti), and used to tell me of this diminutive if extremely 
distinguished, cellist who always wore a very tall silk hat to enhahce 
his stature. However, the Editor tells me he remembers Bertie 
vividly as a boy in Mackenzie's day. Since I was also a boy in 
Mackenzie’s day, albeit a very small one, I suppose the link com- 
mences there. After the Piatti Prize exam. I did not meet him 
again till 1920, when I became a member of Sir Thomas Beecham's 
Orchestra at Covent Garden, of which Bertie was the very dis- 
tinguished principal cello and I the. penultimate member of the 
Section. As was the custom in those perhaps less democratic, 
but certainly better mannered days; I held him in some awe, and 
I don't know if he even remembers the incident, or how much it 
meant. to a rather sensitive and very serious young musician, when 
he paid - me the undreamt-of compliment of consulting me about 
a fingering. for a difficult passage. I only quote this as an example 
of his extreme courtesy, kindliness, and above all, extraordinary 
instinct in dealing with young people, an instinct allied to superb 
musicianship, which made him one of the most distinguished 
teachers of Chamber Music in the R.A.M. His cello playing was 
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notable for great sensitiveness and technical mastery, and above 
all, by his readiness to place all these gifts at.the service of music 
rather than to exploit himself. His partnership in cello and piano 
sonatas with his first wife, Marguerite Elzy, taken from him in the 
fulness of her loveliness and musical powers, will ever remain for 
me a treasured memory. 


Then our ways seemed to part and the next thing I remember 
was hearing him conduct an enchanting performance of the 
Beggar’s Opera. No matter what he touched or did, it all bore the 
same stamp of scrupulous and dedicated musicianship, qualities as 
rare as they are invaluable. I congratulate the Academy that it 
has made full use of them and thereby enriched the lives of the 
students who have come under his guidance. 


Lest all this'sounds too lapidary, I wish I had time to tell you 
of his sense of humour, as befits an old orchestral player, appro- 
priately ribald at times, but always tempered with his own 
exquisite sense of style—a style and mode of life and thought only 
too unhappily constantly receding from us. Bless you, Bertie, for 
the encouragement you gave me as a youngster, for your faithful 


friendship at all times, and above all, for your unassailable integrity 


as a musician. May your year of office be a happy and proud one.

In Russia, 1956 
by Cherry Isherwood 


. When the proposed visit of the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
to Moscow and Leningrad last autumn was arranged, I could 
hardly believe it was to be my good fortune to go with them. 

We gave a series of ten concerts in Moscow, i.e. five programmes 
each repeated once, and four concerts in Leningrad. The Russians 
had asked for many modern English works to be included in the 
programmes, and it is a measure of their enormous interest in 
western culture that our pretty stiff concerts, including Vaughan- 
Williams, Holst, Rawsthorne, Britten and Bax were all sold out 
within twenty-four hours of the booking opening. | 

After a long journey by air to Berlin, and rail across Poland we 
were warmly greeted at Brest-Litovsk by Ministry of Culture 
officials, and finally welcomed with flowers at Moscow station, by 
Soviet musicians, press and news-reel men. Let me say at once 
we were treated with every kindness, and were free to wander as 
we wished about the city. 

We played in two halls in Moscow, first in the Great Hall of 
the Bolshoi Conservatoire, a beautiful old-fashioned hall, decorated 
in gold and cream, with enormous panelled portraits of great 
composers on the walls, and secondly in the fine modern 
At our first concert there were speeches of 
welcome, more flowers, and a reply by Sir Adrian Boult, our 
musical director. The concerts were enormously successful and our 
reception unmistakably warm. 'l'he audiences have a disconcerting 
habit of developing their applause into a slow unison handclap. 
This is apparently reserved to express the height of approval! 
We rehearsed each morning, and on some afternoons various 
sight-seeing excursions were made, to the famous Metro, the 
magnificent University, the Agricultural Exhibition, the Tomb, 
etc. Our one completely free day was indeed memorable. We were 
taken all over the Kremlin itself. This is a fantastic fairy tale. 
The Kremlin is like a small city on a hill, surrounded by high 
walls, at each corner of which is a red star, lit up at night. The 
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effect of the golden domes is extremely beautiful, particularly in 
the late afternoon sunshine. There ate three cathedrals within 
the walls, several palaces of varying ages, and a museum housing 
fabulous treasures—relics from Tsarist days. The jewelry alone, 
which was owned by the T'sar's immediate family, is indescribable, 
and such wealth has to be seen to be believed. Russia is a land of 
extraordinary contrasts. : The people in the streets look terribly 
shabby. Clothing is apparently one of the hardest commodities 
to buy, cloth. being poor and well-cut clothes practically non- 
existent. Their material standards are well below ours but their 
cultural wealth is amazing. The Art Galleries and Museums are 
full of all kinds of people, and the Opera Houses are always 
packed to capacity. I managed to pay three visits to the Bolshoi 
Theatre, seeing two operas and one ballet. .The productions are 
magnificent, párticularly the crowd scenes, and the chorus singing 


superb, but the soloists variable. The audiences are highly critical, | 


however, and I only once saw a terrific reception in the Bolshoi— 
for a beautiful performance by one of their great. ballerinas— 
Lepeschinskaya. ! 

Leningrad is older and far more baal atchiteoturally,: and 
being built on over one hundred islands, is a city of many waterways. 
The Winter Palace, which houses the world-famous Hermitage 
Art Collection is bordered by the Neva on one side and the wide 
historic Palace Square on the. other. Here again our one free day 
consisted. of a breath-taking tour of the Winter Palace and 
Hermitage Museum. We were also taken to Peterhof, the Tsar's 
Summer. Palace, built by Peter the Great, on the shores of the 
Baltic. .My space is nearly gone and I haven't even mentioned the 
beautiful concert hall in Leningrad with its glittering chandeliers, 
the fiftieth birthday celebrations of Shoshtakovich to which we were 
invited, the reception given for us when some of the most famous 
Soviet: musicians came.to greet us. ; 

It was indeed a great experience to visit Russia, and one most 
sincerely hopes that these cultural exchanges will have a far- 
reaching happy influence for us all.

Riders to the Sea—R. Vaughan Williams 
A Dinner Engagement—Lennox Berkeley 


The Opera Class has once again shown its ever increasing 
enterprise, for during July, 1956, three operas were produced. 
Of these, two were from the contemporary repertoire, and therefore 
provoked unusual interest. ۱ 


Riders to the Sea (J. M. Synge) by Ralph Vaughan Williams, was 
first produced at the R.C.M. in 1937 and conducted by Sir 
Malcolm Sargent, then Dr. Sargent. (The first public performance 
being at the Cambridge Arts Theatre the following year.) By 
reason of its unusually static nature, and emotional intensity, this 
opera is fraught with difficulties, which were extremely well over- 
come by an accomplished cast. The sea's supremacy over the 
tragic fishing family, and the heartbreak and heroic spirit of the 
old widowed mother, is captured i in masterly fashion by Vaughan 
Williams’s fascinating score, and we were privileged to hear a 
rarely performed work of this great veteran of English music, and 
personal friend of the Academy. 


It is only the second time this century that an opera by a leading 
composer of his day who is also on the Professorial Staff, has been 
produced by the Class. (The first occasion being i in 1914, when 
The Cricket on the Hearth, after Dickens, by Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, then Principal, was performed.) A Dinner Engagement 
by Lennox Berkeley was therefore a welcome choice, providing an 
ideal contrast to the first half of the evening. All the wit, humour 
and subtlety of Paul Dehn’s excellent libretto, and Berkeley’s 
brilliant writing, were realised i in a fine production and presentation. 


The singers hpse names appeared in the last issue of the 
Magazine) are to be complimented on the high standard achieved, 
particularly as most of them had the chance of only one perfor- 


mance. The playing of the opera orchestra (and the small Chamber | 


orchestra in A Dinner Engagement) was distinguished throughout 
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and Rex Stephens desees special mention for his expert accom- 
panying of Recitative. 

Congratulations to Terence Lovett, the Se - Dorothy 
Pattinson, the Producer, Myers Foggin, the Director, and all their 
assistants, for not only maintaining, but improving year by year, 
the standard of opera at the Academy. | |

Major-General The Earl of Athlone

Gerald Finzi, Hon.R.A.M. 
(Professor at R.A.M. 1930-1933) 
Mr. Eric Greene writes : 
| In Song we remember him 


The aE Î quality of Gerald’s music endeared him to many, 
but especially to singers. His treatment of English verse was 
impeccable and uncloyed melody flowed from his pen. Sympathetic 
understanding and advice quickly brought conviction and con- 
fidence to a performer. 'l'here was no gap between creator and 
executant. Gerald could listen to his contemporaries and find 
immediate qualities, long after discovered by others. Criticism of 
colleagues was unknown to him but his own fastidious craftsman- 
ship mirrors the man in regard to his own work. 

He was devoted to the Three Choirs Festivals, and an unfor- 


gettable sight was the arrival of the “ Finzis" with Joyce at the - 
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wheel. Happy, excited, and. full of fun, the family, headed by 
Gerald, bowed down with scores, baggage and other paraphernalia, 
would amongst much banter make their way to their “digs.” Long 
before breakfast on Festival days, in half dress, enthusiastic 
discussions on music took place on landings, in which Gerald was 
the centre. A glance at the field of ‘‘ Rounders,” amongst many 
distinguished musicians, Gerald could be seen being chased from 
pillar to post by his robust colleagues, or at “‘ Endborne ” during 
orchestral interval over “ Buns and Tea,” he would dispense 
affection and warmth and discourse music (never his own) to all. 


Alas, we shall see his face no more, but the great Cathedrals will 


again echo his song. 

Often the end of a vocal work could reveal the greatest beauty. 
All moods infused themselves into a departing tune of exquisite 
sound and. repose, free from any emotional excess. Surely this is 
how Gerald left us, and how we will remember him.

Miss Mabel Floyd writes : 


Rae Robertson, F.R.A.M.. was born in Scotland, and educated 
at Edinburgh University. 

At the Royal Academy of Music he studied under Tobias 
Matthay, winning the Chappell Gold Medal, and later 27 in 
the Matthay School.. 

He and his wife (Ethel eit mi dhe Sead latterly. giving 
Master Courses in Los Angeles and.San Diego. 

t was a privilege to know, and be with him—he lived in a 
world which excluded everything mean or unhappy, rendering 
inestimable service to thousands of music lovers who heard him. 

The public will unceasingly honour him for his musical genius, 
as.a.great pianist, and inspiring teacher. : 

He had a profound knowledge of technique and was outstanding 
in his teaching of the various degrees of touch and able to combine 
a musical sense with a power of analysis. 
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To me he will remain a friend—gentle, kindly, considerate—a 
man with a superb sense of measure. 

Time brings changes, but his memory remains, so I pay my 
tribute, though nothing can take away the sense of loss. 


Mrs. Florence Russell, A.R.A.M. 


Mrs. Florence Russell, Lady Superintendent 1911—24, died on 
July 22, 1956, in her eighty-eighth year. She would have reached 


the age of eighty-nine in January of this year. As Florence 


Denbeigh, she entered the Academy as a student in 1887, studying 
piano under Frederick Westlake. The Principal was then Sir 
George Macfarren. Among contemporaries of her student days 
were Sir Henry Wood, Marie T'empest, Julia Neilson and Kate 
Cutler. At the end of three years as a student she left to marry 
but, very soon resumed her association with the Academy as 
accompanist to Alberto Randegger and Fred Walker. In addition 
she was appointed one of the official accompanists for the L.R.A.M. 


examinations. 


In 1908 the Academy authorities asked her to start a Students' 
Hostel which she did. It continued until 1933, and in 1911 at the 
request of the Principal—Sir Alexander Mackenzie—she assumed 

temporarily, the post of Lady Superintendent. This ultimately 
became a permanency which continued until 1924 when she 
resigned. 

Up to her death, Mrs. Russell never lost her affection andi interest 


for the Academy which she continued to visit so long as she was | 


able to do so. 


OBITUARY—Miss Apa TUNKS, A.R.A.M., who died at Barnstaple 
on November 23, 1956, is still remembered by some as a finely 
cultured singer. She gained the Hine Gift at R.A.M. in 1889.
